It will be a time of feasting, 
of visiting, of celebration. Let us see that it is a Bible kind 
of Thanksgiving, by making it a time of sacrificial giving 


speculate or guess or argue as to 
why Jesus Christ came into the 
world; for God Himself has seen fit 
to tell us in the most plain and ex- 
plicit words just why Jesus Christ 
came into this world. You will 
find God’s own statement of why 
Jesus Christ came into the world 
in I Timothy 1:15, “This is a faith- 
ful: saying, and worthy of all ac- 
ceptation, that Christ Jesus came 
into the world to save sinners.” 
No one can mistake the meaning 
of those words. Listen again: 
“This is a faithful saying, and 
worthy of all acceptation, that 
Christ Jesus came into the world 
to save sinners,” 


When we stop to reflect upon 


the exact meaning and full force 
of this statement, it will seem in- 
credible. These words unmistak- 
ably declare that it was an inter- 
est in sinners, in the vile outcast, in 
rebels against God, in blasphemers, 
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through the lowly door of Bethle- 
hem’s manger and leave it through 
the shameful and dreadful door of 
Calvary’s Cross to save sinners? 
No wonder that Paul felt it neces- 
Sary to preface this astounding 
statement with the words, “This is 
a faithful saying, and worthy of all 
acceptation.” Paul well knew that 
philosophers and thinking men 
generally would not be ready to 
accept this statement of the pur- 
pose of the coming of that infinite- 
ly glorious person, Jesus Christ, in- 
to this world, and therefore he will 
call their attention to the fact that 
as incredible as this statement ap- 
pears to be, it was God’s own 
word and therefore worthy of 
man’s unquestioning and absolute 
confidence and of all acceptance. 
Yes, this is why Christ Jesus came 
into the world, this is the great 
central purpose of His. coming,

also. In Leviticus 7:11 to 13, God gave the Jews instruction 
about gifts to God on Thanksgiving, “And this is the law of 
the sacrifice of peace-offerings, which he shall offer unto 
the Lord. If he offer it for a thanksgiving, then he shall 
offer with the sacrifice of thanksgiving unleavened cakes 
mingled with oil, and unleavened wafers anointed with oil, 
and cakes mingled with oil, of fine flour, fried. Besides the 
cakes, he shall offer for his offering leavened bread with the 


sacrifice of thanksgiving of his 


peace-offerings.”’ 


The Jew was to offer an animal | 
to be sacrificed as a “sacrifice of 
thanksgiving.” With it he was to 
give unleavened cakes, which pic- 
tured Jesus, the Bread of Life, 
the sinless One. But he was to of- 
fer also with his offering “leaven- 
ed bread with the sacrifice of 
thanksgiving,” because while the 
thanksgiving offering was to re- 
mind him of the perfect Saviour, 
the Bread from Heaven, it was al- 
so to offer himself, poor and weak 
and evil as we are, to God. The 
leaven pictures imperfection and 


evil, which all of us have, except 
Christ. 

In Psalm 50:14 and 15, are a 
commandment and a_ promise: 
“Offer unto God thanksgiving; and 
pay thy vows unto the most High: 
And call upon me in the day of 
trouble: I will deliver thee, and 
thou shalt glorify me.” 

It is proper to give God thanks- 
giving. It is good to feast on 
Thanksgiving Day and be glad in

orea, Manchuria and China, who 
ave no other opportunity to learn 
Jesus Christ.” ‘The station 
ould also broadcast the Gospel

in the Japanese language, 
ing a strong signal toward Japan. 


Watson sold out his interest in 
the Florida station a year and a 
half ago and went to Japan as a 
missionary with The Evangelical 
Alliance Mission. While there, he 


has divided his time between a 
preaching and teaching ministry, 
and the production of a chain of 
Gospel radio broadcasts for Japan- 
ese radio stations in conjunction 
with the Pacific Orient Broadcast- 
ing Company, a missionary radio 
organization. 

At the presidential palace in 
Seoul, President Syngman Rhee 
told Watson, “I will do everything 
I can to make it possible for you 
to set up this station. It will be a 
great help, not only to the Ko- 
reans, but all the Oriental coun- 
tries where Christianity is needed 
Yto combat Communism.” 

Watsen yielded his life to the 
Lord for fulltime service at the 
Sword of the “Lord Soulwinning 
Conference at Toccoa, Ga., two 
years ago.

Degree Conferred Upon 
John E. Brown, Jr. 


The honorary degree of Dottor 
of Laws was conferred upon John 
E. Brown, Jr., president of John 
Brown University, October 12, 
1952. The award was made by Dr. 
Sam Sutherland, on behalf of the 
directors of the Bible Institute of 
Los Angeles, Inc. 


Brown, now just thirty, had be- 
come “America’s youngest univer- 
sity president” upon his elevation, 
in 1948, to head the institution 
founded twenty-nine years earlier 
by his father, a widely-acclaimed 
evangelist. 

The John Brown Schools, Inc., 
which Dr. John E. Brown, Sr. still 
serves as chairman of the board, 
operates five school units, two of 
which are located in Arkansas, 
three in California. President John 
E. Brown, Jr. has direct respon- 
sibility for the operation of the 
university, while his father spends 
a large portion of his time.in di- 
recting affairs in California. 

In receiving the degree, Brown 
said, “I count this honor not so 
much as to me personally as to 
the great schools I am privileged 
to serve.”

A Blessed, Blessed Revival! 


Eighteen months ago God gave 
us a wonderful revival at Monc- 
ton, New Brunswick. In fifteen 
days, we had 454 professions of 
faith, as I recall, in the high 
school . auditorium. Urged to re- 
turn, I did so with fear and trem- 
bling. But God gave us another 
gracious revival. In the closing 
Sunday’s afternoon services there 
were 19 professions of faith; and 
according to my count, there were 
an even 50 professions of faith in 
the closing evening service. What 
an outpouring of .God’s power! 
The high school auditorium was 
filled. Chairs were put in the or- 
chestra pit, in the wings; and then 
the gymnasium behind the plat- 
form was filled with chairs from 
two churches. They were all filled 
and some stood in the entrance of 
the auditorium throughout the 
service. I suppose there were be- 
tween 1,700 and 2,000 people in 
that service. Of the converts I 
recall only two children. Most of 
those -saved “Were adults, many 
with gray hair. One man saved 
Sunday night had been singing in 
the Highfield Baptist Church choir 
for thirty years! Another man 
saved wrote me a note saying, 
“I’ve been a drinking man for 
thirty years, but all that is past 
now, thank God.” He had trusted 
Christ as Saviour. I do not have 
the exact report, but I figured 
some 344 public professions of 
faith. ~~

Canada, old and hardened sinners. 
Three nights busloads came from 
Havelock, some thirty-five miles 
away; and in each case many from 
the bus were saved. I think there 
must have been over thirty saved 
from that community, thirty-five 
miles away, in those three nights! 
Every night visitors were from 
far away, even from the province 
of Nova Scotia, Prince Edward 
Island, from St. John (ninety miles 
away) from Fredrickton, and else- 
where. The influence of the cam- 
paign was province-wide.

Revival is our greatest need today. Every Christian 
needs to be revived. Every home needs revival. Every church 
needs_revival. Every city needs revival. Our nation is in sad 
need of revival, and the entire world is in need:of a mighty 
Heaven-sent, Holy Ghost revival. We must have a revival if 
we are to survive. And this revival must begin in the heart 


of every Christian. 


The Person Needs Revival 


“Revive me” (Psa. 138:7) should 
be the heart-cry of every Christian 
in this sad, critical hour. It must 
be a pers@mal revival. When we 
talk about revival, most of us try 
to blame the churches and the 
modernism, when we know that 
what we need is for the Holy Spir- 
it to show us our.own condition 
in the sight of God, “Revive me” 
is a personal matter. 

Read the personal prayer of Da- 
vid in Psahn 51, then apply it to 
your own life. Thirty-five times 
in the'first sixteen verses the per- 
sonal pronoun “I,” “me,” or “my” 
is used. Look at some of them: 
“Purge me with hyssop, and J 
shall be clean: wash me, and I 


shall be whiter than snow. Make} 
me to hear joy and gladness; that}° 


the bones which thou hast broken 
may rejoice. Hide thy face from 
my sins, and blot out all mine 
iniquities. Create in me a clean 
heart, O God; and renew a right 
Spirit within me. Cast me not 
away from thy presence; and take 
not thy holy spirit from me. Re- 
store unto me the joy of thy sal- 
Vation; and uphold me with thy 
free spirit. THEN will I teach 
transgressors thy ways, and sin- 
.ners shall be converted unto thee.” 
When there is a personal revival, 
and the individual heart and life 
is cleansed before the Lord, THEN 
‘souls will be saved.

And then we stand up saying 


and that we do not need a revival, 
It is no wonder the Lord would 
have us “revive thy work.” The 
program in most churches today is 
centered around education, and 
neglecting the main purpose that 
the Lord intended the church to do 
—that was, and still is, to go out 
and win the lost to Christ. A soul- 
winning church is a_ growing 
church. And a church that is not 
interested in winning lost people 
to Christ is not worth the powder 
it would take to blow it up. The 
last command given by the Lord 
Jesus Christ is found in Matthew 
28:19, 20, “Go ye therefore, and 
teach [or make believers]—Get 
them saved—all nations, baptizing 
them in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son,'and of the Holy 
Ghost; Teaching them to observe 
all things whatsoever I have com- 
manded you: and lo, I am with 
you alway, even unto the end of 
the world.” And that command 
should be carried out in that or- 
der. ‘1. Win people to Christ; 2. 
Baptize them, and 3. Teaeh them 
the eommands of the Lord. And 
a church that is not carrying out 
‘that command, in that order, is 
not doing what the Lord Jesus 
meant for a-:church to do. And the 
only remedy for the sad situation 
in our churches today is a revival 
that will turn the hearts of those 
in the pulpits and those in the 
pews, to the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and forsake their sins, and give 
their best for Him who gave all 
for us. . 

_ It’s revival or ruin, and we must 
have revival for survival. And it 
must come today. God grant that 
we shall see a revival in our lives, 
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in our churches and in our nation. 


that our churches. are all right,. 
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mon use there, and he found that 
this sweet, non-intoxicating wine 
was esteemed as being the best 
wine. 


The-other kind of wine is made 
from grape juice that has been 
exposed to the air for a time, and 
has fermented and become intoxi- 
cating. 

It is unthinkable that our Lord 
would make intoxicating wine in 
the face of the interdictions con- 
cerning it in the Bible. “Wine is a 
mocker, strong drink is raging; 
and whosoever: is deceived thereby 
is not wise” (Praverbs 20:1). 
“Look not thou upon the wine 
when it is red, when it giveth color 
in the cup, when it moveth itself 
aright [ferments], at last it biteth 
like a serpent and stingeth like an 
adder” (Proverbs 23:31,32). 


Jesus could never be a party to 
risk turning a wedding feast into 
a drunken carousal. Little won- 
der it was said to be the “good” 
(or best) wine, for it was the 
freshest and purest and best ever 
made, because of Him who made 
it. Was Jesus at all likely to use 
pure water to make a fermented 
and intoxicating drink? 


The priests were forbidden to 
use fermented wines when they 
entered the Holy Place in the old 
tabernacle (Leviticus 10:9), (Eze- 
kiel 44:21), and the use of leav- 
ened bread at the old passover 
feasts was also prohibited (Num- 
bers 9:11), (Exodus 12:17220), nei- 


ther was leavened bread used at 


our Lord’s last supper (Marks 
14:1). Why? Because leaven (or 
yeast) means decomposition, decay, 


and rottenness. That was why Gow 


commanded the Israelites to eat 
nothing with leaven in it at the 
time of the passover, under pen- 
alty of death. (See Exodus 12:17- 
20.) And for the same reason, I 
believe that fermented wine was 
not used at the Lord’s last sup- 
per, because it contains the same 


principle of decay and corruption

as leaven (or yeast). It is there- 


fare more than absurd to claim 
ie our Lord sanctioned the use

fermented and therefore intoxi-, 


cating wine at that supper which- 


was held in remembrance of the. 
old passover; or that He made or 
uséd it at the wedding at Cana,’ 
or at any other place or time,

the Gospel for over fifty-four 
years, having begun just before 
Iwas fifteen years old. Through 
all these years, I have been 
sticking to my job of getting 
the Gospel of the grace of God 
to the most people possible in 
the shortest time possible. I 
have always known that “the 


salvation to everyone that be- 
lieveth.” I have also known it 
is Our duty to preach the Gos- 
pel. I, however, like most 
preachers who attended college, 
had instilled into me more or 
less of an academic approach. 
It took a long time to get edu- 
| cated out.of me some of the 
things that were educated into 
me. In recent years I have 
realized as never before that 
the academic approach to the 
Gospel program has -hindered 
the - work of soul winning in this 
land as well as in other lands. 
It is the Gospel itself, not in an 
academic mold or-with a col- 
lege diploma tied around it, 
that gives power to the mes- 
sage. It is the Gospel itself that 
is the power of God unto salva- 
tion. This-Gospel has been hin- 
dered in our modern world be- 
cause so many preachers have 
been taught to overemphasize 
the educational approach rath- 
er than the Gospel approach. 
Paul was an educated man. He 
used his training to make his 
contacts. Then he used the Gos- 
pel to get people saved. 

I have recently been around 
the world; and under twelve 
flags, I preached the simple 
Gospel through an interpreter. 
I preached it to all types of 

“people. Many of these people 
had. never heard it before. We 
had practically the same re- 
sponse in every country. I found 
no difference between Moslems, 
Armenians, Hindus, or any 
other group. Wherever we 
preached the Gospel, people lis- 
tened and were saved. In one 
service after simply telling the 
Gospel story through an inter- 
preter, there were from 250 to 
400 clear-cut, definite decisions 
for Christ. 

I found on every foreign mis- 
sion field certain missionaries 
who always talked about a 
follow-up work, and I found 
that the ones who talk the 
most about this have less to 
follow up. I told the mission- 
aries that no man is fit to fol- 
low up the converts of another 
man unless he himself has some 
converts of his own to follow 
up. 

I came back to Bob Jones 
University with an absolute as- 
surance in my heart that the 
approach of this institution to 
the’ Christian work in America 
and in foreign lands is the right 
approach. Millions of people 
can be saved in the next five 
years if the Lord tarries, in all 
parts of the world if a Gospel 
crusade is carried on.

- An Abundant Provision 

“Sing unto the Lord with thanks- 
giving; sing praise upon the harp 
unto our God: Who covereth the 
heaven with clouds, who prepareth 
rain for the earth, who maketh 
grass to grow upon the mountains. 
He giveth to the beast his food, 
and to the young ravens which 
cry. He delighteth not in the 
strength of the horse: he taketh 
not pleasure in the legs of a man. 
The Lord taketh pleasure in them 
that fear him, in those that hope 
in his. mercy.’’—Psa. 147:7-11. 


Let us return to the study of 
these verses and see what they 
suggest. 
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God regards and provides Na- 
ture’s real necessities. There are 
those who imagine that clouds 
are independent of God, and that 
rains are subject only to natural 
laws, and that grass on the moun- 
tains to give to the beast his food, 
and by his carcass in turn to si- 
lence the cry of young ravens, is 
all by fixed and eternal laws of 
unconscious nature. But, our Bi- 
ble does not so teach, and true 
believers do not so hold. They en- 
tertain rather the conviction that, 
as the stars in their courses exe- 
cute the divine command, so the 
clouds come at the divine will, 
and the rain pours on earth to ex- 
press the divine pleasure, and that 
no grass ever grew apart from 
the active will of God. Robertson 
Nicoll has well said, “The yearly 
miracle which brings from some 
invisible storehouse the clouds to 
fill the sky and drop down fatness, 
the answer of the brown earth 
which mysteriously shoots forth 
the tender green spikelets away up 
on the mountain flanks, where no 
man has sown and no qan will 
reap, the loving care which there- 
by provides food for the wild crea- 
tures, owned by no one, and an- 
swers the hoarse croak of the cal- 
low fledglings in the ravens’ nests 
—these are manifestations of God’s 
power and revelations of His 
character worthy to be woven in- 
to a hymn which celebrates His 
restoring grace, and to be set be- 
side the apocalypse of His great- 
ness in the nightly heavens.”

Certainly! The winter season 
is not a time of fruitfulness in it- 
self, but it is an essential prepara- 
tion of the earth for the same.

God is blessing him! By the cold, 
he is resting nature, refreshing 
her to make her more fruitful; and 
by the cold, He is toning up the 
blood, enlarging the veins, quick- 
ening the arteries, adding zest 
to life. These are the inheritance 
of all men! 


Nature’s pageant in the recur- 
ring seasons is only an expression 
of God's care for all His creatures. 
In fact, winter is perhaps God’s 
own appointment for bringing men 
to appreciate the Spring and Sum- 
mer and Autumn. But for the very 
contrast, spiritual carelessness and 
spiritual ingratitude of a deeper 
and baser sort might characterize 
men. It was some such thought 
that Robert~ Louis Stevenson 
voiced in verse:

There are many good causes 
Christians may want to help on 
Thanksgiving Day. But let us 
earnestly suggest that those who 
have been blessed by THE SworpD

We promised $5,000 each month,

One girl 
with moderate salary told me yes- 
terday she was giving $50 a month 
for this purpose.

Of course, we want only such 
gifts as people feel led of God to 
send.

“Sinners” is not a 
nice word, and the fact for which 
it stands is even worse than the 
word. Sin is the foulest, hatefull- 
est, most hideous, most loathsome 
thing in all the universe. Disease, 
leprosy, death, corruption, rotten- 
ness, putridity, and all other re- 
pulsive and disgusting things are 
one and all merely inadequate 
types of sin and its hideousness 
and repulsiveness. The sinner is 
the personal embodiment of all 
this foulness and vileness and re- 
pulsiveness, and yet Jesus Christ, 
the Holy Son of God, came into 
the world in behalf of sinners. 


Men and women who were sin- 
ners and who were conscious of 
the fact seemed to be the only 
people in whom Christ Jesus took 
any interest when He was here 
on earth. He “received sinners,” 
He “called sinners,” He “ate with 
publicans and sinners.” He an- 
nounced as His program, “I came 
not to call the righteous, but sin- 
nérs” (Matt. 9:13), and agaffi, 
“The Son of man is come to seek 
and to save that which was lost” 
(Luke 19:10). 


A very prominent and eminently 
respectable and profoundly pious 
leader among the Jews came in a 
very deferential way to Christ 
Jesus one night to ask Him a few 
important questions, and He prac- 
tically slammed the door in his 
face by saying, “You must be born 
again.” He would not even reason 
with him, but kept saying, “You 
must be born again.”’ In the very 
next chapter.a loose, abandoned 
woman Strays His way and He 
tells her all about the water which 
if a man drink thereof he will 
“never thirst again,” and about 
the true way to worship, and 
about His own Messianic office. 

In the eighteenth chapter of

Oh, how 
wondrously kind and gentle He 
was to sinners! But how merciless 
He was to moralists, to all who 
boasted of their own goodness, of 
their religion and their righteous- 
ness—stripping off the veneering 
of decency that covered the real 
rottenness within, calling them 
“white-washed sepulchres,” ‘“hid- 
den graves,” enclosures of rotten- 


ness and corruption and dead 
men’s bones, “generation of 
snakes.”

I see passing before me as 
I speak a long, long line of men 
and women whom I have met in 
different parts of the world who 
seemed utterly beyond hope, and 
who considered themselves utterly 
had 
gone so deep into sin and remained 
so long in sin, but who by the pow- 
er of this text were led to put 
who 
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came into the world to save “sin~ 
ners.” Yes, “Christ Jesus came in- 
to the world to save sinners” and 
He does it. And He can do it for 
anyone here tonight who will take 
his place as a lost sinner. But Ho 
cannot do it for anyone else. 


Il. What Was the Purpose of 
Christ Jesus Concerning 
Sinners? 

We see then, it was in behalf 
of sinners that Christ Jesus came 
into the world, but What Was His 
Purpose Concerning Sinners? TO 
SAVE! “Christ Jesus came into 
the world to save sinners.” As al- 
ready suggested, He did not come 
into the world to punish sinners, 
Neither did He come to condema 
sinners. He did not come to up- 
braid sinners. He did upbraid cer- 
tain classes of sinners sometimes 
but that was not what He came 
for; that was merely an incident. 
He did not come to reform sinners. 
That is a hopeless and worthless 
task. It is like painting the cheeks 
of a corpse. It will not keep the 
corpse from rotting. He did not 
come to help sinners, to help them 
to do better. Ah, friends, a sinner’s 
case is so desperate that he needs 
something more than help, some- 
thing that goes far deeper than 
help. He came to SAVE sinners, to 
radically, thoroughly and eternal- 
ly save sinners. To save them free- 
ly, fully, and forever. 


1. First of all, He came to save 
sinners from the guilt of their sins. 
There is a Holy God up yonder, an 
infinitely Holy God, and when a 
man once sins he is a guilty sinner 
before yonder Holy God. His sins 
avert the face of that Holy Being 
from him, his sin separates be- 
tween him and that Holy God, ana 
the wrath of that Holy God is 
kindled against him, though that 
God loves him. Christ Jesus came 
into the world to save us* from 
our guilt, to save us from the 
wrath of God, and to give our 
guilty consciences peace. 

How did Jesus save sinners from 
their guilt? Listen to God’s own 
answer to that question, “Christ 
redeemed us from the curse of the 
law, having become a curse for us: 
for it is written, Cursed is every 
ohe that hangeth on a tree” (Gal. 
3:13). He saved us from the guilt 
of sin’ by taking our guilt upon 
Himself, by bearing our penalty 
in His own body on the Cross of 
Calvary. The curse was your due 
and mine; but Jesus Christ, God 
manifested in the flesh, took that 
curse upon Himself. Listen again, 
“All we, like sheep, have gone 
astray; we have turned everyone 
to his own way; and Jehovah hath 
made to strike on Him (that is, 
Jesus Christ) the iniquity of us 
all” (Isa. 53:6, literally transla- 
ted). By His atoning death Jesus 
Christ put away the sin that stood 
between you and God. By His 
atoning death, by the shedding of 
His blood, God’s wrath at my sin 
and at your sin was settled and 
settled forever. By His death my 
guilty conscience finds peace. Let 
me say that this is with me not 
a mere matter of theological opin- 
ion but a matter of glad and cer- 
tain experimental knowledge. 
Christ Jesus saves from the guilt 
and penalty of sin—I know that. 
I do not merely think so or hope 
so; I know it. I know that Christ 
Jesus “has power on earth to for- 
give sins” because He has for- 
given my Sins, and they were very 
many and they were very great. 
And I know that through His 
atoning death, which I have accep- 
ted as the whole ground and the 
sole ground of my salvation, every 
sin of mine has been blotted out 
forever, and that there is not a 
cloud. between me and the Infin- 
itely Holy God in whose presence 
the very seraphim veil their faces 
and their feet! 

2. But Christ Jesus came not 
merely to save the sinner from tha 
guilt of his sins-and from the pen- 
alty of his sins, but to save him 
also from the power of sin. Jesus 
Christ does save from sin’s guilt 
and from sin’s. punishment. He 
does save from a guilty conscience 
and from Hell, but, thank God, 
that is not all: He saves from sin’s 
power. Our kLord’s own words 
bring this out with great clearness 
and force. He Himself says in John 
8:34, “Every one that committeth 
sin is the slave of sin.” Now we 
all know this is true. Oh, how

word of the Lord by the mouth 

of Jeremiah, until the land had 

enjoyed her sabbaths: for as 
long as she lay desolate she kept 
sabbath, to fulfil threescore and 
ten years.” 

Herein are lessons for us today. 

God uses the king of a heathen 
country to forward His work— 
Ezra, chapter 1. The people are 
described in chapter 2. ‘‘Together” 
is a chief emphasis in chapter 3. 
In verse 1 we read, “The people 
gathered themselves together as 
one man to Jerusalem.” In verse 
2 some leaders work together in 
building an altar of God. In verse 
6, 7 the people go together in 
giving money to workmen who 
work at the given task of gather- 
ing materials. In verse 8 many 
workers come together “to set 
forward the work of the house of 
the Lord.” In verse 11 the singers 
“sang together by course in prais- 
ing and giving thanks unto the 
Lord,” 

Incidentally the “old-timers” 
couldn't forget ‘‘the good old days” 
(read vss. 12, 13). 

Chapter 4 tells us that God’s 
people had their adversaries, as do 
His people today. First, these en- 
emies proposed that they be al- 
lowed to work along with God’s 
people—another Trojan horse— 
termites from within. In verse'3 
we have another “together” as 
the leaders say, “No! we will do 
the work together ourselves.” 
Then, the enemy hired lawyers, 
wrote false accusations and other- 
wise hindered the work of God. 
The work is delayed, stopped, 
started again and completed 
(chapts. 5,6). 

A very significant sentence 
about God’s people reveals the 
secret of their success in finishing 
His work. “.. .the hand of the Lord 
his God upon him” (7:6). You will 
find the repeated statement in 
7:9;28; 8:18,31. 

If God’s faithful servant suc- 
ceeds, then in fact GOD DID IT! 
- Reading on through the tenth 
chapter you will review successive 
defeats and victories for God's 
people in measure as they were 
faithful or disobedient toward 

A person, family, or nation nev- 
er gets ‘too big” for God Al- 
mighty: to “handle.” Let us re- 
member that!

It is easy to be cheap and little

David goes to see about a place 
for an offering unto the Lord. 
Araunah offers to give the place 
and the animals to be sacrificed. 
David refuses because he will not 
offer things unto the Lord that 
cost him nothing.’ Read II Samuel 
24:18-25. 

Compare that with the scene in 
John 12:1-11. Mary anoints Jesus 
with a most precious possession. 
To her nothing was too good for 
Him. Judas Iscariot had another 
idea, ““Why was not this sold and 
given to the poor?” 

Compare all this with what Je- 
Sus gave for us (John 19, and Phil. 
2:5-11). 

When God’s people would build 
Him a house, they spent $34,399,- 
112,500 in talents of gold, silver, 
and brass. Silver vessels for Tem- 
ple use cost $2,446,720,000; vessels 
of gold cost $2,726,481,015; trum- 
pets cost $100,000 and other musi- 


-cal instruments $200,000. The total 


cost was probably five thousand 
million dollars. 


God deserves the best. The 
earth, the silver, and gold and all 
belong to Him anyway. 


In Ole Mississippi 

Mrs. McCall and I had a grand 
time in. Mississippi with our fam- 
ilies and friends in the Lord! We 
preached a dozen times in five 
different places.

many of us know tonight 
bitterest experience the slavery 
of sin: the slavery, e.g., of in- 


temperance, or the slavery of lust, 
or the slavery of the greed for 
geold, or the slavery of a bad tem- 
per, or the slavery of an unruly 
tongue, or the slavery of a mean 
disposition, or the slavery of un- 
clean thoughts. Yes, we have all 
known something about the bond- 
age of sin, but listen to what 
Jesus Christ says two verses fur- 
inher on, “If therefore the Son shall 
gnake you free, ye shall be free in- 
deed” (John 8:36). Jesus Christ 
the Son of God, the Saviour who 
died on Calvary’s Cross to make 
gardon possible, rose from the 
dead, and is today a living Saviour, 
and has “all power in heaven and 


on earth” (Matt. 28:19) and is 
therefore able to save to the ut- 
termost, not merely from the ut- 


termost but to the uttermost all 
«nose who come unto God through 
Him (Heb. 7:25): and He Saves 
us from all the slavery of sin. He 
saves us from sin’s power as well 
2s from sin’s guilt. That is what 
tie came to do; that is what He 
dioes do. 

: (Paul, who wrote the words of 
my text, knew from pérsonal ex- 
perience the power of Christ Jesus 
to save not merely from the guilt 
of sin but to save from the power 
of sin as well. Paul had known 
the bondage of sin, the awful, 
@rinding slavery of sin. He gives 
us a leaf. from his autobiography 
in the seventh chapter of Romans. 
He tells us of how he had found 
fhe law of God, and how earnest- 
jy he had tried to keep it, and 
how utterly he had failed. He had 
tried to break away from sin. 
The struggle as described in Ro- 
sans seven was a hard one, a de- 
fermined one, but it resulted in' 
utter failure. Paul tells us that 
ihe more he tried to break away 
from sin the more helpless he 
found himself until at last, in ut- 

r despair, he cried, “O wretched 
nan that I am! who shall deliver 
me out of the body of this death?” 
He seemed to himself like one 
chained forever to the “dead.” 
etinking “body” of sin, but when 
fhe cried, “Who shall deliver me 
from the body of this death” he 
got his answer at once. You will 
find the answer in the next verse. 

“{ thank God through Jesus Christ 
our Lord” (Rom. 7:24, 25). 

Christ Jesus came into the world 
in behalf of sinners. He came to 
fave sinners. He came to save 
them from the guilt and penalty 
and power of sin. He does save 
from the guilt and penalty and 
power of sin whoever comes to 
flim and puts his trust in Him.
